DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 22-25, filed 6-1 9-08, with respect to the 
rejection of record have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous 
rejections are withdrawn. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 1-43 directed to invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-43 
have been cancelled by the examiner's amendment below.

Reasons for allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Tlie present invention includes independent claims 44 and 56. Both claims recite 
a method of preparing a photocarbonate lens. 

Gupta et al and Walters et al are the closest prior art. Gupta teaches a 
photochromic precoat layer that is first partially polymerized on a mold surface. A lens 
blank is then added to the precoated mold to create a mold assembly for injection of a 
polymerizable resin to form an adhesive layer between the photochromic precoat layer 
and the substrate lens blank. Walters et al teaches urethane methacrylate oligomers for 
use in photochromic compounds. 

There is no reason why one with ordinary skill in the art would modify Gupta et al 
by what is taught by Walters et al to obtain the claimed instant invention. 

Gupta et al and Walter et al does not disclose the claimed combination including: 

In claim 44: 

applying a tie coating composition to the lens blank, the tie coating composition 
comprising a methacrylate monomer, a (meth)acrylated oligomer with a polycarbonate 
backbone, a urethane methacrylate oligomer, and a solvent; allowing the solvent to 

evaporate to form a tie coating layer; partially polymerizing the tie coating layer; 
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applying a pliotocliromic matrix layer composition to the tie coating layer, the 
photochromic matrix layer composition comprising a monomer mixture comprising a 
flexible hydrophilic dimethacrylate monomer, a hydrophobic monomer, a flexible 
hydrophobic multi(meth)acrylate monomer, and a urethane methacrylate oligomer, 
wherein the multi(meth)acrylate monomer contains three or more methacrylate groups 
or acrylate groups; and a photochromic dye; and polymerizing the tie coating layer and 
the photochromic matrix layer composition to prepare a photochromic polycarbonate 
lens. 

In claim 56: 

applying a tie coating composition to the lens blank, the tie coating composition 
comprising a methacrylate monomer, a (meth)acrylated oligomer with a polycarbonate 
backbone, a urethane methacrylate oligomer, and a solvent; allowing the solvent to 
evaporate to form a tie coating layer; partially polymerizing the tie coating layer; 
providing a mold; applying a photochromic matrix layer composition into the mold, the 
photochromic matrix layer composition comprising a monomer mixture comprising a 
flexible hydrophilic dimethacrylate monomer, a hydrophobic monomer, a flexible 
hydrophobic multi(meth)acrylate monomer, and a urethane methacrylate oligomer, 
wherein the multi(meth)acrylate monomer contains three or more methacrylate groups 
or acrylate groups; and a photochromic dye; contacting the tie coating layer and 
photochromic matrix layer; and polymerizing the tie coating layer and the photochromic 
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matrix layer composition to prepare a photochromic polycarbonate lens; and removing 
the photochromic polycarbonate lens from the mold. 



For these reasons claims 44 and 56 are deemed to be allowable over the prior 
art of record, and claims 45-55, 57-62 are allowable by dependency.
